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The 450 Pagodas, containing the Tables of the Law, 
Mandalay. Here the Pali text of the Three Pitakas, or 
three collections of the laws of Buddhism, as determined 
about 250 B.C., by King Asoka, was engraved on slabs of 
marble and placed under canopies. 
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
